Dr. Dwyer of the recent class has been on the pay roll for $3.00 
a week for services in the chemical laboratory and it was decided that 
hise services were no longer necessary. , 


The Dean was instructed to inform the medical superintendent 


that the Faculty expected him to make no personal charge to any pa=« 


tients whatsoever. 


This being the annual meeting the reports of various officers 
were in order. Prof, Fridenwald presented a tentative report for the 


4 Dean and Treasurer. The report was tentative because & now system of 
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book-keeping Hae been inaugurated ant the books were not quite com= 
plete. He says that the books show a balance of about $9000.00 in 
bank and he submits estimates herewith appended made at the early part 
of the year on the expenses of the school. 

Prof, Friedenwald reporting for the Pasteur department says there 
is a balance on hand of $2000.00 and in view of the fact that the Dean 
has as yet drawn no salary, moved that this amount be turned over to 
him. The motion was seconded by Prof, Chambers and on being put was 
unanimously carried. 

Prof, Dobbin read the report for the Maternite from November 
until June. 

Dr. Brack as purchasing agent came before the Faculty and pre- 
sented estimates for next year's requirements, apparatus, etc. The 
list was discussed and Dr. Brack was instructed to add one microscope.

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The Dean was requested to obtain an official opinion of the 
New York Board of Regents as to the advisability of full time 
teachers recviving private students during the summer months. 

The reorganization of the department of surgery was next discussed ~ 
and after some general conference Prof. Friedenwald moved that Profes= 
sors Chamber and Harrisun be both elected professors of surgery and 
their duties as defined by the Faculty are as follows:=- Prof. Chambers 
to teach clinical surgery in clinics, wards and classes,am& to have 
full charge of the assistants under him and at the end of the session 
conduct clinical examinations. Prof, Harrison to teach principles 
and practice of surgery, to have full charge of the assistants under 
him and at the end of the neenton examine on these subjects. The mo- 
tion was seconded by Prof. Dobbin.. After some discussion however, it 
was decided that the Faculty was not ready to decide on this point. 
On motion of Prof, Chambers the matter was deferred until a future 
meeting.

The Faculty was called to order by the President Prof. Simon, 

all members being present save Prof, Dobbin, on account of which 

Prof. Gamble was elected secretary pro tem. 

The object of this meeting was the arrangement of the work in 
the department of eiteery Prof. Friedenwald presented the following 
motion. Prof. Harrison having resigned the chair of anatomy, thaf 
his resignation be accepted and that he is hereby elected to the chair 
f of surgery. Seconded by Prof, Stokes and carried. 

Arrangement _of the work. It was decided that Prof. Chambers 
should take charge of the clinical department and that Prof, Harrison 
should have charge of the didactic teaching including certain clini- 

gal work. In meking this arrangement Prof, Fridenwald presented the 
following resolution:- Resolved that the work off the department of 
surgery be divided and that Prof. Chambers teach clinical surgery and 
Prof, Harrison take charge of the systematic teaching of surgery. The 
_ two departments to be entirely distinct and buth Prof, Chambers and 
Beaarrison Ravine separate votes on candidates coming up for examina- 
tion. Seconded by Prof. Stokes and carried. 
Prof, Harrison moved that Dr. Thorkelson be offered a salary 
of $2500 for the cuming year, Seconded by Prof. Gamble and carried. 


There being no further business the Faculty adjourned, 
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SPECIAL MEETING JUNE 25, 1915. 
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In the absence of the President on motion Prof. Friedenwald 
took the chair. Present, Profs. Lockwood, Stokes, Gardner, Yopbin, 
Harrison and Gamble. The reading of the minutes of the previous 
meetings was dispensed with. 

The Dean brought up the question of the publication of a regular 
set of rules concerning the advancement of students from one class to 
another, and in illustration of his remarks read extracts from the 
catalogue of the College of Physicians and Surgeons uf New York. The 
Faculty recommended the adoption of a definite rule as to the number 
of conditions which should debar a student from class advancement. The 
Faculty also recommended that these rules should be published in the 
catalogue together with a definite date for conditioned examinations.

As the report was not complete, all marks not being in, it was 
impossible to take any definite action on these names, 

prof. Harrison presented a detailed report of his plan for re- 
organization of the teaching of surgery in the college. In particular 
he asks that a full time man be given him who is to have as his dutues

taken by them. 


It was decided to refer to the Committee on first and second 
year classes the question of charges for breakage in the various 


laboratories. 


The Dean read a letter from Prof. Thorkelson, who is anxious 


to eliminate many of the lectures in anatomy and conduct the course 


by means of quizzes, demonstrations etc. Prof, Gamble moved that 
the arrangement of the details of the course in anatomy be left 
entirely in charge of the professor. Carried. 

The Dean presented requests on the part of Dr. MeGlone for 
a laboratory boy and frum Solomon Kaskey for a raise in salary. It

What you say ie cleay to your mind, that the merging of the two schools 
must be brought about by the adoption either of the charter of the Mary- 
“land University, or under that of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
or unter a new Charter, etc., is of sourse plain enough. Ve might grant, 
for the sake of argument, that the preferable vay would be to adopt and 
organize anew the corporation under the Charter of the University of Mary- 
land, But as Mr Maloy has pointed out, there are changes and amendments 
which it would probably be beneficial to make to the last named charter, 
and which ean be done at the next Legislature, The Committee upon merger 
etc., would of course recommend and provide, that these amendments should 
be made as soon as practicable, and inaemuch as both parties vill have 
bound themselves to carry out whatever the Committee provides, it can be. 
aseured that these amendments will be made at the proper timey and there 
need be no delay whatever for that reason. It also seems plain to us, that 
in drafting the plan of merger and reorganization, the representative com- 
mittee will have to consider provisions which will make the plan satisfac 
tory to Mr Maloy, so that the new cr reorganized institution will be able 
to get the benefit of the appropriation given by the Act drafted by him. 


We suggest that you consider the terms of authority contained in the 
enelege< resolution, with the representative that you expect te appoint 
to thie Committees, or with any other counsellor that you see fit te consult, 
and either adopt it or amend it, or otherwise improve it as you may see 
fit.

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A special meeting of the Faculty was called on this day at 


Dr. Lockwood's office and all the members were present. 


The special object of the meeting was the consideration of the 


new plan of merger with the University of Maryland medical department. 


An informal meeting between certain meanbers of the Faculty of the Col- 


lege of Physicians and Surgeohs and the Faculty of the University of 


ql Maryland had taken place at Dr. Lockwood's office on Saturday evening, 


May 22nd and after some discussion the following plan was suggested as 


a feasible means of merging the two schools. 


is 


There shall be an amalgamation of the medical department of the 
University of Maryland and the College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
Baltimore, under the combined name of the University of Marylan@, 
Medical Department and the College of Physicians and Surgeors . 
The Board of Regents shall be increased to sixteen of which eight 
shall be from the University of Maryland and eight from the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeuns. 

The new Faculty vf Physic shall be composed of the eleven present 
members of the University of Maryland and tne “kes “present members 
of the College of Physicians and Surgeons, and this body shall 
manage the entire finances. | 

The teaching of the first and second years shall be merged and 
conducted under the direction of the Faculty of Physic. 

The teaching of the third and fourth years shall be conducted sep- 


arately as heretofore until such time as the Faculty deems it 


wise to alter it.
